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mittee need nat meet until after the EJC Board 
acts on these recommendations, unless the Chair- 
man finds need for such a meeting. 

Four recommendations of the committee for 
information and confirmation by EJC: 

1. That EJC should participate in the Ameri- 
can Bicentennial Celebration. 

2. That EJC should invite engineering socie- 
ties other than its own membership to participate 
in the deliberations and planning of its committee. 

3. That EJC assign a person from its staff to 
work with the committee. 

4. That funding (if necessary) be sought 
from industy as well as possible additional appro- 
priate sources. 

The minutes and the recommendations of this 
Committee were forwarded to the National for 
their review and discussion. A program such as 
the one described above could very well provide 
the impetus needed to unify the profession. I am 
sure that the American Association of Cost Engi- 
neers and the individual members would benefit 
greatly from this unity.

PRODUCTIVITY- Where Do We Go From Here

Let’s start with the AACE definition for pro- 
ductivity. Productivity is: relative measure of la- 
bor efficiency, either good or bad, when compared 
to an established base or norm as determined 
from an area of great experience, which may be 
either an increase or decrease in Cost. 

If that definition fails to stimulate you, or even 
worse if it just is not much, help,-don’t feel bad! 
Unless you have been working on the problem and 
managed to establish your own base you no doubt 
have had a difficult if not impossible task of 
searching one out. You no doubt have found that 
unless you have your own experience of an area’s 
productivity there is little help to be found in pub- 
lished channels.
